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OSCAR 8, five years old this month, 
is showing signs of wear. K9CIS has been 
logging and analyzing AO8 telemetry for a 
long time and warned last fall that the 
craft's battery was deteriorating. He says 
that most likely one cell is not accepting 
a full charge. The threat of losing OSCAR 8 
is particularly disturbing to me since the 
only other mode A spacecraft are Soviet 
and AMSAT is unsympathetic to the notion 
that mode A is the simplest route to satel- 
lite communications for the beginning en- 
thusiast. 


Amsat has received a fifteen thousand 
dollar grant toward the design of PACSAT, 
a satellite dedicated to packet radio. The 
grantor is VITA Corporation, (Volunteers In 
Technical Assistance), a non-profit organ- 
ization which provides technical assistance 
to developing countries. In return, AMSAT 
will develop a packet radio network to op- 
erate through PACSAT to handle communica- 
tions for VITA with its fifteen field sites 
scattered around the world. 


The AMSAT proposal to hitch a ride for 
the Phase 3C satellite with an Air Force 
launched DSCS satellite (Defense Satellite 
Communications System), has been turned 
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down. Air Force officials cited the cast 

of integrating Phase 3C into the launch as 
the reason, (1.8 megabucks). Since then the 
DSCS launch has been cancelled because the 
satellites already in orbit are exceeding 
their design lifetimes and spare satellites 
are in orbit as well. AMSAT officials are 
looking elswhere for a ride for Phase 3C. 


The European Space Agency has delayed 
the launch of ARIANE 6 with Phase 3B until 
approximately May 27. 


The Soviet satellites, RS 3 through 
RS 8 are operating normally except for 
RS 6. The RS 6 transponder passdand is 
noisy with sudden changes in signal level 
from the beacon and the transponder. It ao~ 
pears to have an electrical problem. A 
Soviet expedition to Antartica includes 
several amateurs who are active through the 
RS satellites. They are also using the mes- 
sage storage facilities of RS 5 to communi- 
cate with Russia. 


UOSAT-OSCAR 9 is still undergoing test. 
The February 7 issue of Amateur Satellite 
Report includes a printout received from 
U0 9. It consists of over seventy formatted 
lines of information about the status and 
operating schedule of UO 9, acknowledgement 
of telemetry reports from ninteen amateurs, 
a message section and orbital data for it- 
self, OSCAR 8 and the NOAA 7 weather satel- 
lite. The bulletin was sent in ASCII at 1200 
baud, using audio tones of 1200 and 2400 Hz. 
The beacon frequency is 145.825 mHz. and can 
be heard around 3 p.m. each day.

If we all use linears and ali want to talk at 
once, all wanting the other fellow to move 
over, we may be quilty of using money and in- 
fulence instead of joining together for a 
common good. 


So what are the good points that need to be 
reviewed? For a starter, we are getting used 
to solid state instant response. Also, we 
have better resolution of RF and A3 with more 
enjoyment as a result.

want to take a look in a DxX'er's 
operating position desk drawer? 


Here's a three section spiral note- 
book. Each and every QSL sent gets noted 
in here. The first section is for those 
cards sent direct. It shows the DX sta- 
tions call, the date the card was sent, 
if IRC's were sent, and if the address 
didn’t come out of the call book, a note 
is made of where it did come from. Each 
call takes up one line. When the QSL is 
received back, the date it was received 
is noted and the call its lined off. 


The second section is for cards 
sent via managers. Again it shows the DX 
station’s call, the manager's call, the 
date sent,etc. 


The final section is for those cards 
that went via bureaus. 


I can tell you exactly what my re- 
turn percentage is, the average response 
time, etc. I can easily identify and 
send follow up cards to those rare ones 
that didn't respond to my first card. 
Also it keeps me from sending additional 
cards to those who just never QSL. 


The next goodie in the drawer is a 
time dial. Hallicrafters sent me one when 
I received my novice ticket, but it got 
lost in one of my many moves. This one I 
got for a quarter at the Morehead Planet-. 
arium souvenir desk. It has many of the 
world's major cities listed around the 
edge. The center is a rotatable disk with 
the 24 hours of the day marked off. By 
rotating the disk you can easily deter- 
mine what time it is in Cairo or Hong 
Kong for a given time here. Real handy 
info, after all, most everybody in the 
world keeps the same kind of daily sched- 
ule. No point looking for JT1's if it's 
3 AM their time, and it's silly to say 
good evening to someone who just got out 
of bed. 


This next item is a little strange. 
It’s a quarter inch phone plug with two 
long clip leads attached. What’s it used 
for? Well, the earphones I use are cheapy 
Radio Shack stereo phones, and I just plug 
them into the transceiver. I only get sound 
in one ear, but I am used to it now. (Got 
170 worked left ear, 49 right.) When a 
DX'pedition shows up I plug the clip lead 
Plug in my backup receiver and feed its 
audio into the other ear. Then I can 
hear the frequency I am transmitting on 
and the DX station simultaneously. Came 
in real handy when VK@CW was on 14.025 
and listening up on 14.050. I didn't 
waste any time calling when a KW was sitting 
on top of me. I suppose if I had one of 
those fancy rigs with an outboard VFO and 
memories I wouldn't need my clip lead plug, 
but then I have never caught myself trans-~- 
mitting SSB on 14.030 either. 


At the back of the drawer are a couple. 
of those cheap cassette tapes, you know, 
the ones that sell three for a buck or so. 


Often I'll pop one into the cassette recorder 


and tape a DX station as I try to work him. 
In the DX pileups it’s easy to think you've 
worked someone when you really haven't. The 
tape lets me "instant replay” to verify that 
it really was me he called. It doesn't hurt 
your QSL return percentage any if you send 
the tape to the DxX'er either. Guys get a big 
kick out of hearing how they sound halfway 
around the world. I've gotten some really 
fast replies to QOSL's when I've sent a tape 
along.
